Art discussed: Japan 10-138715, Japan 11-240314, Europe 1072445, 
Herbelleau (US 4298046), Japan 4-100706, US 5714026, and newly cited US 
66967772 (Mancosu et al) and US 6531012 (Ishiyama). Copy given to applicant's 
representative. 

Discussed issues of use of sipes to affect RAT, all sipes in block being inclined, 
twisting of sipe, part or entire width sipes, symmetrical sidewalls of block. Examiner 
commented Japan 715's teaching to use constant inclination partial width sipes to affect 
RAT, Japan 314's teaching to use "twisted" full width sipes to affect RAT, Japan 706's 
teaching to use constant angle full width sipes and inclined sidewalls ("asymmetrical 
blocks") to affect RAT, and Herbelleu et al's full width constant inclination angle 
oppositely inclined sipes, which inherently affect RAT. Note that Wakabayashi uses 
sipes to affect RAT. Noted that Ishiyama (col. 5 lines 14) and Manosu et al (col. 7 line 
55) teach modeling. No agreement reached as to claims 32, 36, 37 in amendment filed 
7-19-05; examiner noting that claim 32 fails to exclude additional sipes and thereby 
reads on sipes of Japan 715, product by process language fails to define tire different 
from that disclosed by Japan 706, claim 37 fails to require different sipes from that 
disclosed by Japan 715 or Japan 706. Examiner proposed allowable subject matter: 
Amend claim 32 to recite a method of manufacturing a tire including steps of providing a 
tread pattern [including "symmetrical sidewalls"] and varying the angle of inclination of 
the sipes of the biocks on the first and second sides such that [the tread pattern and 
sipes of claim 32 is obtained] and such that the residual aligning torque is changed and 
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a desired residual aligning torque is obtained and a pneumatic tire is formed based on 
said desired residual aligning torque, and the subject matter of (1 ) the sipes being 
"across the entire width of the block" and (2) "all" sipes at first angle on first side and 
"all" sipes at second opposite angle at second side. 

Examiner informed applicant's representative of the following oral translation of 
Japan 715 obtained from a PTO translator: 

(1 ) "In the present invention, sipe having an opening at one end to the block wall 
surface is slanted or inclined in the depth direction and the orientation inclination in the 
depth direction of each sipe allocated to one block with one normal line of one line rising 
on block surface and at the time of compression deformation, the torque can be 
generated. Therefore, without affecting on block shape or pattern shape, a tire that is 
improved in linear stability can be presented by reducing residual horizontal force" 
(paragraph 9). 

(2) "Sipe 9 is preferably formed on each wall surface 10 of block B, but it can be 
installed on only two surfaces 10 or three wall surfaces. Also, two or more sipes 9 may 
be installed on only one wall surface" (paragraph 25).
